They undoubtedly voice the inner prejudice 
of a class influential in the Govern- 
ment circles. The land aristocracy who form 
the backbone of English Conservatism would 
not object to an American war, and the 
farmers who pay rent to the aristocracy would 
be benefited by the exciusion of American 
meat and produce. These only could derive 
much advantage from a struggle that would 
Close Eritish ports to the United States. On 
interests of the active 
moneyed and of the induetrial classes are all 
bound up with peace. It is estimated that the 
annual income from British capli- 
tal invested in the United States, 
leaving out of account the profits of 
trade and commerce is considerably inexcess 
of $100,000,000. Besides, there are vast com- 
mercial interests that would be paralyzed by 
War, andthe awful distress in Isancashire 
consequent ofthe lack of cotton for manu- 
facturing purposes during the American 
civil war would not compare with the misery 
that might now foliow an embargo on Amer!i- 
©an raw material for British manufacturers. 
Then, most important of all, the absence of 
American food products would mean untoid 
Gistress for the working classes. 


THE NEWFOUNDLAND DIFFICULTY.

But it would be entirely against 
Tory traditions td abandon the British hold 
on Egypt, while the continadfion of Prgnéh 
interference in the fisheries of the Newfound- 
land shore must excite to a blase the 
smouldering resentment of the people of that 
island, who have in this matter the full sym- 
pathy of their brethren throughout British 
North America.

ARMY REORGANIZATION. 

Queen Victoria and the Cebinet are in brisk 
communication over the reorganization of the 
army. Her Majesty is very anxious that the 
great post of Commander-in-Cbhief should re- 
main as heretofore an appendage of the 
Crown, anc should be inherited in due time 
by the Duke of Conuaught, but Mr.Stanhope, 
Secretary of State for War aud the military 
authorities are persuaded that if England is to 
maintain her army ina state of efliciency at 
all approaching that ofthe continental pow- 
ers, it is mecessary that the supreme 
command should be vested in an expert 
soldier versed alike in the theory and prac- 
tice of his profession. 

Meanwhile the Queen is anxious that the 
Duke of Connaught should be commander-in- 
chief of the forces in India. Should Russia 
make an advance upon the Indian frontier a 
responsibility would be cast upon the Indian 
commander-in-chief of such magnitude as it 
is very undesirable for one of the royal family 
to bear. 80 the Secretary of State for Wur 
wishes that the Duke should be satisfied with 
commanding the troops in Ireland, where 
princely rank is socially appreciated, and 
where, happily, no very sérious military re- 
sponsibility is involved, 


IRISH MEMBERS TO VISIT AMERICA. 
I heard on the best authority that the Irish 


party has decided to send rerpresentatives to 
the United States inthe autumn. The mem- 
bers are not yet definitely selected, but they 
will probally be William O’Bries, John Dil- 
lon and John Redmond. They propose to 
make a tour ofthe States extending four or 
five months. Each member will take a sepa- 
rate district, though it is likely that they will 
appear together in the larger cities. The 
deputstion will start towards the beginning of 
October. 

The threatenéd split in the Tory ranks has 
been averted for the present. Smith said he 
would resign if an automn session was de- 
elded upon, as his health could nos stand It.

SUPPRESSION OF SLAVERY. 

The French are making a really honest ef- 
fort to suppress slavery within the sphere of 
their influence in North Africa, and Cardinal 
Lavigierie believes that slavery will soon be 
extinct in Tunis. where all Slaves bave al- 
ready been declared free, and the selling, 
buying or keeping of a slave is punishable by 
from three months’ to three years’ imprison- 
ment. The purchase of slave labor at Zanzi. 
bar for the so-called Congo Free State goes 
right on, however. 

Joseph Thompson, a British traveler, writes 
that gin is as much the curse of Africa as 
slavery; that in marching through some of 
the native villages on the Kroo coast one feels 
in akind of Hades, peopled with brutalized 
human beings, whose punishment is to be 
pressed with a never-ending thirst for strong 
drink.“ Gin and brandy, he says, are de- 
priving the Africans of whatever native vir- 
tues they possess. The gin and missionaries 
both come from England. 

THE GOVERNMENT PERLEXED. 

The complications which have arisen 
amount toacrisis. The tithes bill, the tax- 
ation and the land purchase bill are almost 
toomuoh for the Government.

THE HOME SECRETARY'S UNPOPULARITY. 

The situation of Mr, Matthews, the Home 
Secretary, has egain become précarious. 
Lord Salisbury likes him, and would like to 
keep him lu power, but the outcry against 
bim on all sides and from all parties has be- 
come too strong for any body to stand except 
Lord Salisbury, who ls impervious to public 
sentiment. Butthe Home Secretary’s grow- 
ing unpopularity is weakening the 
Government; and at the present 
moment he has become a heavier 
burden than ever for the Government to carry. 
The disaffection in the police force is laid to 
his charge. He is blamed for intensifying it 
for what really amounts to the dismissal of 
Commissioner Monro. He has shown a sin- 
gular in@ifference to the claims of the men 
and the sensibilities of these officers. Both 
have been treated so badiy and so un- 
wisely that a strike is impending which 
may throw London into a state of 
chaos and anarchy. To meet this con- 
dition of things the employment of troops 
and special constables may be necessary, and 
London would be reduced to a regime of mar- 
tial law and perhaps a state of siege in a time 
of profound peace. This would be such a 
lamentable exhibition of incompetency that it 
would prove a death blow to the present gov- 
ernment and the parties which support it. 
The Liberal party would hardiy beable to pro- 
cure an adverse vote in the Commons amount- 
ing to a defalcation of confidence and bring 
about a resignation to the Government or 
hasten a dissolution of Parliament, so much 
desired.

He begins by alluding to the rumors 
about a Russo-German alliance, He says 
the Emperor William will make a mistake in 
seeking an alliance with Russia. It might im- 
pair the union of the three central powers 
which has done so much to preserve the peace 
of Europe. As for the triple ailiance itself, 
if mot disturbed by outside engage- 
ments, he believed it would stand firm. 
apprehension had been expressed about 
italy. So long as Sie. Crispi remained at 
the head of the Government it would not be 
withdrawn from the Alliance. There must 
be some variation in her attitude should a 
change be made in the Cabinet. 

The Emperor and his ministers appear to 
give no heed to Prince Bismarok’s utterances. 
They have succeeded in neutralizing their 
political effect—as delicately as possible—for 
they always speak of the ex-Chancellor in 
puciic and private with the greatest respect 
und consideration. Gen. Ceprivi never falls 
to acknowledge his indebtedness and pro- 
claim the praise of bis Illustrious predecessor. 
The Emperor Wullam continues a life of un- 
paralleled activity and his preparations con- 
tinue for his visit to England and Russia. 

CRIME IN IRELAND. 

In Ireland the situation is very grave and 
crimes of violence are not infrequent. A

Many people have wondered what could 
have kept the Committee on Resolutions 
in session for twelve hours at St. Joseph 
when there was such unanimity in the 
party and such plain sailing for the com- 
mittee on the tariff, silver, trusts and 
other issues between parties.

A Big Mineral Land Grab. 


EBrTelegravh to the Post-Drtsratca. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 14.—There is a 
hard fight on between the miners of Montana 
and the Northern Pacific Rallway Co. as to 
whetber or not the rallroad company shail be 
allowed to retaln the grants of lands which 


were not known to be mineral lands when the 
grant was made, but which bave since turned 
out to be. 

Secretary Noble says the railroad cannot 
have mineral lands on any circumstances, but 
a recent judgment of Judge Sawver of the Cir- 
cult Court of Northern California is in favor 
of letting the company have all that were not 
known to be mineral lands at the time the 
grant was made. 

Thos. G. Merrill, the Secretary of the Min- 
eral Land Association of Montana, has ad- 
dressed to Congressmen acircular, in which 
he says: The main line of the Northern 
Pacific Rallroad runs 800 miles through the 
State of Montana, and for one-half of the dis- 
tance it runs through a mountainous district 
mostly valuable for tre gold, silver and cop- 
per found therein. The granting act gave this 
company forty square miles of land to each 
mile of road, reserving the mineral lands. Of 
this 10,240,000 acres of land in the mountains 
there are about fiVe hundred and fifty 
thousand acres that is valley laud that 
might be termed agricultural, seth about 
nine million six hundred and ninety thousand 
acres of mountainous mineral lands in Mon- 
tana claimed by this railroad company. 

There are no coal or iron lands properly so 
called in the range of the Rocky Mountains. 
Theses lands do not inciude their indemnity 
land. All the most productive mining dis- 
tricts of Montana are within the Iimits of the 
Northern Pacific grant, and it is in and around 
these districts where most of the surveys of 
the pubiic langs have been made. 
of these mineral claimed 
by this company there have been about 
2,500,000 acres surveyed, and of these sur- 
veyed lands about 2,300,000 acres have been 
selected by this company for patent. These 
selections cover about 4,000 discovered min- 
ing properties bearing gold, sliver or copper, 
mostiy quartz lodes, that are as yet un- 
patented, and nearly 1,000 patented mines, 
which would be taken from the rightful 
owners and become property of this company 
unless Congress interferes, if the decision of

Tne public land surveys in Montana were 
mostly made under instructions from the 
Commissioners of the General Land Office 
which did not permit any of the money appro- 
—— for the surveys of publio lands in 

ontana to be used for the purpose of survey- 
ing mineral lands, sothatin order to get pay 
fortheir work the deputy surveyors designa- 
ted these mineral lands generally ae moun- 
tainous or mountainous timbered lauds, 
which they eertainiy were. These deputy 
surveyors were not employed or paid as min- 
ing experts, and to ascertain as to the mineral 
character ofthe rock examinations and as- 
says would be neGessary.

York, spent at least $30,000 a year in entercain- 
ing, and he was by all odds the most efficient 
Minister we have had in Turkey for years. He 
gave as good dinners as any of the wealthier 
diplomats, and he had to pay for them out of 
his own pocket, and he raised the name of 
America in Constantinople. Mr. Straus isa 
man of fine culture and bis wife is one of the 
most beautiful and accomplished women of 
the United States. He sustained the closest 
relations to the officials of the Suitan, and be, 
notwithstanding be was of Jewish descent. 
uad perhaps more influence than any other 
man in the diplomatic corps. The present 
Minister to Constantineple is an Oregon man 
and his name is Mr. Solomon Hersch.

very well as far as making 
money is concerned, but it 
does away with all the 
spirit of sport, and when 
nere fe no risk about it there is not much 
pleasure in betting on race horses.“ 

After a little coaxing this sporting man told 
me hissystem, and certainly, on paper, it 
does look as though one must always win. 
But how it works out on the race track I will 
leave to some of the patrons of the turf. This 
ia the system as it was given to me: 

Before playing the race, according to this 
formula, one must make up his mind that he 
is not going to be influenced by any friends 
who will tell him that they bave «aot 6 ture 
tulng, and be bad better have a littie of it; 
by any air tights’’ that he may come across; 
and must always play the borses that the sys- 
tem tolle him to play, no matter whether be 
knows there is anotber horse in the race that 
can run all around his horse and yet win. In 
this stem, the favorites must always be 
played, and it is better before putting your 
mopey on to wait untilalittie while before 
the horses go to the post, because very Often 
the prices against the horses change at the 

t moment. 7 

The first thing to do is to make up one's 
mind how much he wishes to win on each 
race. This must be settled before any opera- 
tions are carried out. Five dollars is a good 
bum to start on. Five dollars on each race 
would mean a profit of $30 a day, which is not 
@badincome. Of course the system can be 
worked for a larger sum than a race, but 
then it will require a larger capita! to work it, 
To win $ a race will require a capital of about 


After having decided how much the system 
is to be piayed for, the next thing to do is to

ERUSGALEM, May 1.—A 
few weeks ago I wrote 
you from this point, 
confining myself prin- 
cipally to the ‘‘Ways 
in the Holy Land, 
made prominent by the 
Bible history.

4 Drusian Shepherd. promise and disappoint- 
ments, just as it presente itself to the tourist. 
The extreme eastern background of the Med- 
iterranean Sea is bordered by a monstrous 
coast land without almost any bays and this 
connects the shores of the Nile country with 
those of the Anatolian Peninsuia or Asia- 
Minor. Here upon the Syrian Littoral four- 
ished once the mighty Phaniocian cities Sidon, 
known to the Hellenic race of Homer’s days, 
and Tyrus, the island city, which com- 
manded the oceans, after the destruc- 
tion of which the Phanicians receded from 
their prominent position among the independ. 
ent nations. How beautiful this coast must 
have been in these long-forgotten days. A 
fertile, richly cultivated tract of land 
stretched down tothe sea coast, and every 
cape, every jutty, every hill was crowned 
with the white,dazzling walis of some bloom- 
ing city, or the luxuriant dwelling of some 
wealthy landed proprietor. A Smalb but 
splendid harbor was the pride of every town 
ot that age.

with the vessels of allthe known nations. 
Their noise and throngs were only second to 
those of Antioch and Rome; towns and ports, 
although not very large, teemed with a busy 
life and developed a superbly colored picture. 


There were many theaters, innumerable baths, 
and the public plays apd animal combats 
drewthe people round about to the larger 
oilties. 

But all this is now changed; only scant rem- 


nantes remind us in Saida and Sur of the former 


cities of Sidon and Tyrus, and it is seldom that 
a Ship weighs anchor in these harbors. The 
hurrying tourist of our days contents himself 
with a look through the telescope upon these 
plates of former grandeur and might. And 

et it is just dere where the aspect of the 
Byrian-Palestine coast-land is more grandly 
picturesque than anywhere else. Beyond the 
narrow Jereland, over which nature bas 
poured her gifts in generons abundance, and 
rising in some places almost perpendicalarily 
from the ocean, appear the rigid, pale- gray 
walls of the mountains of Lebnan or Lebanon 
(White Mountains), ascending to a height of 
nearly 18,000 feet in steep, terrace-like sec- 
tions, their pinnacies covered with snow. 
These mountains separate the flat, depopu- 
lated interior with ite wide, barren desert- 
tracts from the voluptuous coastas thoroughly 
as ifagiant bulwark had been erected de- 
tween the two. Overshadowed by the Rihan 
and Tomat Niba, Sidon’s surrounding country 
unfolds in its 

WONDERFUL PALMLAND — 

a lovely pleture of the tropical south. From 
this point an old highroad leads through 
shadowy Valleys and romantiv ravines to the 
Spurs of the Lebanon, atfirstin gentle undu- 
lations, then lu steep, heavy grades, ending at 
last In a powerful mass ofrocks. It is a land- 
scape-picture of strange, singular beauty. 
The tourist wanders between hills of a con- 
siderabie height, which remind one of the low 
lines of the Appennines orthe Appalaches in 
New England; many of these hille are barren 
and stony,others again are covered with trop- 
ical plants. The menifold vegetation of these 
Palestine chalk mountains begins with the 
luxurious species of a Mediterranean flora 
and ends with the herbs and brush-wood 
ofthe table-lands. High above the narrow 
patn vineyards, laid ont in terraces, look 
dowa upon the wanderer and the houses of 


In the great volcanic piain a ravine more than 
300 feet deep. Ite yellow muddy waters are 
spaoned by one of the largest and strongest 
bridges of Palastine, surrounded by a scenery 
not unlike that of various parts of the Gott- 
hard road. One and a quarter miles away the 
spring Dan or Daphne is found, to-day called 
Tell-el Kadi, the largest and most irriguous 
in Syria and perhaps in the whole world, and

p to ite highest summit itis covered with 
walnut trees, oaks, pistaches and rose bushes. 
Some of its slopes are very steep and rocky 
and it is crested with ruins, which date from 
the time of the Crusaders and a monastery 
innabited by a few Monks. At the feot of 
Mount Tabor the Jordan issues from Lake 
Gennesaret and, degoribing many turns and 
curves, hastens toward the Dead Sea. In its 
course it takes in the valley of El Ghor 
between Lebanon and anti-Lebanon; is 
some portions it is. sovered with 
barren hills, while in another it forms one 
single beautiful prairie with here and there 
the most luxurious vegetation. To the west 
of it stood once upon atime the cities of tite 
ancient Dekapolis in the charming regions of 
Perea. Magnificent forests of ancient oaks are 
found here, gardens, olive-groves, vineyards 
and fertile meadows in abundance ‘all facing 
the Jordan and the Western sun. It is prin- 
cipally a grazing country, and in the 17 
time one can see from almost every bil- top 
thousands ofthe black tents of the Arabs, 
who have brought their herds from 
the North, the Bouth and the 
East. With the waxing season they 
climb higher and higher up the mountain 
siopes. These Arabs are always friendi 
towards strangers, but live in constant drea 
themselves of the wild Bedouin nomads. 

A day’s ride on a camel, that must be a good 
traveler, however, brings us from Rabba 
Ammon, or the ancient Philadelphia, the ex- 
treme eastern city of Perea, to Jericho, the 
extreme eastern town of Juda. A ford leads 
across the Jordan River at the so-called 
**bathing station of the piigrims.’’ 

THIS BATHING PLACE 

is situated lu the same spot which traditien 
—— out as the one where Christ bimself was 

aptized, and is not far from the mouth of 
the Jordan in the Dead Sea. After the Upper 
Torka has been crossed there follow in rapid 
succession the places where John the Baptist 
ended his mission and was finally beheaded 
in the shady mountains of Machaerus. Then 
comes Mount Nebo. where Moses died, and 
very near Atroth the body of the Baptist mar- 
tyr must have rested. As we draw near the

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RAILWAYS IN ENGLAND. 


HOW JOAN BULL MAKES HIS JOURNEYs OF 
THE TRAIN. 


The Antipathy te Railroads in Early Days— 
The Splendid Roadbeds in Engiand—Dif- 
ferences Between English and American 
Railways—Hew the Queen Travels and 
Fler Especial Oar—The Rate of Speed— 
Carious Patents.

HE first English rall- 
way—the Liverpool & 
Manchester—was 
opened ia 1830. Is

Nearly 800, 000, 000 
had been put into the construction and equ!p- 
ment of the roads which carried about 800, 000 
passengers per week. The total weekly receipts 
from all sources in were somewhat more 
than $500,000. To-day there are nearly 20,000 
miles of line in Great Britain, about 
seven-tenths being lin England and 
Wales. The paid up capital exceeds $4,000, 000, 
000, and the annual receipts are mom to-day 
than all the capital in 1843, while the num- 
ber of passengers bas increased more than 
forty fold. Of course these items of contrast 
are not to an American very startling, de- 
cause the growth of railways in his own 
country has been 80 much more rapid and 
startiing, but Engiend is a comparatively 
small country territorially and the density of 
her population bas been the cause of great 


which, though Im many respects in- 
their American rivais, possess 
advantages and present man eatures 
which Awerican railway men would do well 
to study. The railroads are mack more solid 
and enduring than ours, so much so ip fact 
that some glish managers consider most 
American rallwavs as no better than tram 
— ap This excellent condition of the road- 

„ will account for the fact that from 
earliest days the English roads have shown 

- GREATER SPEED 

than ours. As far back as 1843 the av s on 
all roads was twenty-one and a halt m1 an 
bour while thirty or thirty-five mies an hour 
was often made on some roads. By 1848 — 
miles an hour was not extraordinary, thoug 
not often attempted. In May of that year fifty- 
three miles were covered in forty-seven 
minutes. This speed is seldom surpassed even 
now, though on special trainsa much higher 
rate is often maintained. Records of seventy 
and seventy-five miles an hour are abundant, 
but according to a recent writer—Wliiliam 
Ackworthin the R sof £ il at- 
tempts to pass the eighty-mile point have 
been*failures. That seems to de the limit 
beyond which no engine can travel and 
there are no accounts of this speed being 
reached, even for short distances. The 
ular belief, or rather feel tus, that great speed 
is attended with great danger is not confirmed 
by the experience on English railways. In 
1887, 700,000,000 passengers were carried by the 
roads ot the United Kingdom, in charge of 
800,000 employes of all grades. Only one ac- 
cident occurred which caused the loss of 
traveler’s life. This is the resuft not only of 
an almost perfect roadbed, but also of an

improvement of the lines she had rather than 
the construction of enormous mileage through 
great stretches of territory. 

In 1848 the steam rallways of England al- 
though thirteen vears old were not looked 
upon as permanent methods of transporta- 
tion. Various schemes were in theair, Elec- 
tricity, magnetism and man-power were all 
talked about as probable subetitutes for the 
steam engine and the rails. One very formid- 
able rival of the rallways was an aerial steam 
carriage 150 feet long by 30 wide, covered with 
silk, and « tall 50 feet in addition. 

A PATENT 
for this was granted and the poet Rogers said 
it resembled a bird in one respect, it hada 
bill—in Parliament.

Accidents were frequent owing to the 
habit of passengers of jumping off after their 
hats. course thé speed was not what it is 
now, but even ia those early days twenty-five 
miles an hour Was not uncommon and a pas- 
senger who lost his hat overboard and could 
not withstand the temptation to go after it, 
often lost hie life in the bargain. The Board 
of Trade reports of those times show that in 
one year twenty-two persons 222 for their 
hate and were Kilied.

The piece of thread that 
bas been added wl haye converted the 
needle into a true arrow, and will cause the 
point, under the impuision given, to strike 
the object at which it is aimed at right angles 
and permis it te affix itself thereto. 

This result. whioh is quite. surprising, will 
not fail to provoke the astonishment of the 
spectators and cause them to compliment you 
upon your wonderful skill. 

The physicist Comus, the author of this ex: 
periment, concealed the means employed in a 
very ingenious manner. From among several 
threads of different colors he caused the one 
to be selected that it was desired that he 
should use—in order, said he, that it might be 
seen that it was indeed the same needie that 
was found affixed to the wood.

THE LEGAL BATTLES OVER A STRIP OF 


LAND IN THE RIVER. 


City Officials Take a Leck at the Land and 
Predict That st. Louis Will Wis—The 
Lohrum Appotutment and What Is Said 
ef It—Mullanphy Board Vacancies—City 
Hall Matters. 


Yesterday afternoon Mayor Noonan, Coun- 
selor Belland Harbor’ Commissioner Murphy 
took a ride down the river on the harbor boat 
to take a look at Arsenal Island, the question 
of ownership of which has involved the State 
of Illinois and the Oity of 8t. Louls in 
tigation, which has gone as far 
as the United States Supreme Court.

At that day Martin was among the first 
lawyers in the country, and is hence entitled 
to special notice. He was a laborious student 
—that is, readmuch, and had aretentive and 
extremely accurate memory, and remem- 
bered exactiy all he bad read. In short, he 
was a learned lawyer. His mind was 
strong and acute. Ashe was a logieal and 
clear legal reasoner a judge would listen 
to him indefinitely and with satisfaction. 
His elocution was not the best. Hespit copl- 
ously and frequently and in fact disagreeably. 
If he understood syntax his discourse some- 
times belied him. His gestures were awk- 
ward, his voice not musical, and his features 
unrefined. But in spite of his ygrossness and 
coarseness Luther Martin was a great lawyer, 
His chief defect was that he never had enough 
of brandy while there wasa drop left in the 
bottle. At last brandy conquerea and one of 
the greatest lawyersin America broke down 
utterly and spent bis last years lin New York 
City areeipient ot alms, and died in squalor 
and wretchbedness. Ou the Burr trial Martin 
occupied two days, fourteen solid hours, in 
arguing, notthe law butasingle question of 
law. Astheresult John Marshall hela with 
Luther Martin and that question decided the 
case, It is certain that the jury, representing 
the inflamed zeal of the multitude, would have 
liked to find a verdict of guilty. But one man, 
John Marshall, said, No; a citizen can be 
convicted in this court only according ‘to 
law. The great judge defied popular rage, 
and President Jefferson’s malevolence and 
Aaron Burr was acguitted,—one of the ten

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AFTER TOBACCO WAREHOUSES, 


English and German Capitalisis After 


Leuisville’s Tebacco Iaterests. 


Fv Telerravh to the Post-Disratca. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 14.—A syndicate of 
English aud German capitalists are trying to 
buy the tobacco warebouses here and at 
Cincinneti. After securing the larger 
part of the business they expect 


to foree whisky concerns out and 
secure entire control. The aqurseste Pre 
offered for the houses here is about $2,000,000. 
Ex-Congressman Albert L. Willis is repre- 
senting the syndicate as attorney, and it is 
saidthat in the event of their success Mr. 
Willis isto have a $50,000 fee. Julius Bark- 
house, the whisky dealer, isthe direct rep- 
resentative of the syndicate, and Mr. 
Sterling E. Edmunds, tobaceo broker and 
agent ofthe Drummond Co. of St. Louis, is 
going the figuring with the warehousemen. 
Mr. Barkhouse and Mr. Willis lets about a 
week ago for New York and England to con- 
sult with the moneyed men. While bere 
Mr. Edmunds said: 1 think it would 
be a good thing for Louisville. 
It would throw a couple miilions more of 
money into Louisville channels, a@d it would 
make radical changes in the method of con- 
ducting the tobacco warehouse business here. 
Instead of 14 offices as heretofore to conduct 
the business, there would be only one, 
a central one, where all office work 
could be done. There would be a saving of 
about $100,000. Tnen instead of having to 
em ploy forty or fifty traveling men at salaries 
ranging from $1,500 to $3,000 each, as the 
warehouses do now, in the competition with 
each other, none, or next to none, would be 
needed, for there would be no competition 
between the houses owned by one company 
or syndicate. Altogether there would be 
saved by this method of doing business over 
halt a willion annually. Warehousemen are 
in no haste to sell out and some of them have 
never examined the proposals.

A BIG PROJECT. 


A NEW TRANSCONTINENTAL RAILROAD 
TO BE BUILT. 


Starting at Nerfolk, Va., It Connects at Is- 
cillita, N. M., With San Francisco Lines 
—A Fast Line ef Steamers to Connect Its 
Eastern End With Milford Haven, the 
Nearest Knglish Port—Te Cost 870,000, - 
000—The Missouri Pacific Locking for 
Fight.

ASHINGTON, D. 
N C., June 14.—The 
prospectus of a 
new projected 
transcontinental 
rallroad has just 
been issued in this 
city. The name 
signed to it is 
Thomas Breen. 
The road is to be 
called theVirginia, 
Missouri & West- 
ern. It is to run 
from Norfolk, Va., 
through Virginia, 
Tennessee, Kentucky, Missouri, Arkansas, 
Indian Territory and Texas, to Iscillita, where 
it will make connection with the lines run- 
ning to San Francisco. According to the 
prospectus a preliminary survey has been 
and elaborate calculations show 
the whole project is to cost 
$70, 000, 000. The road is to be bonded 
for $25,000 per mile of double track and 15,000 
per mile of single track. The bonds to run 

for fifty years at 5 per cent. 

The intention of the company is to have the 
main line in operation from Portsmouth, Va: 
to Belmont, Mo., within three years from 
next January. 

All the bonds are to be secured by one 
blanket mortgage on all the present and 
future property of the company. A new line 
of fast steamships is to run in conjunction 
with this railroad from Norfolk, Va., to Milford 
Haven, in Wales, the nearest English port. 
The road is to cross tweuty-two other roads 
almost at right angles, with not a single 
parallel within 100 miles. 

The company is incorporated under an act 
of the Legislature of Tennessee, and the ez 
pectation is held out that thirty counties in 
Tennessee will be stockbolders in the com- 
pan to the amount of about 39,000,000. The 
company is to have a bonded debt of $36,000, - 
000. The principal and interest of the bonds 
are to be guaranted by a rich guaran- 
tee company to be incorporated 
by A bill now pefore Congress, 
and the bonds are to be jesued from time to 
time as funds may be required for construc- 
tion, equipment, etc. One clause in the 
prospectus reads thos: ‘‘What is now re- 
quired to be done is to raise about $500,000 by 
subscription tothe stock of the company or 
county bonds, this amount to be 
used in the accurate survey, the 
clearing, securing of county bonds, also the 
right of way by deed and other preliminary 
expenses preparatory to issuing the bonds of 
the company. Capitalists furnishing the

The prospectus, which is a thirty-three- 
page pamphlet, is accompanied by a large 
and imposing map of the territory to be 
traversed.

the fields of feathery bloom which transforms 
it into a biliowy blue sea, waving with every 
passing breeze. Or even later, in June, it 
presents a most charming prospect in its 
deeper summer robe of green, embroidered 
upon the borders with gay blooming flowers 
—a picture of as faira country as was ever 
bestowed upon man. 

„God's Country, the denizens of this famed 
region call it, and the name seems not amiss, 
asthe eye reves over the broad expanse of 
gently undulating hills and valleys traversed 
in every direction by brooks and babbiing 
streams, with here and there broad fields of 
corn and waving grain, or creen pastures or- 
namented with many varieties of forest trees, 
some of them of primeval growth. Here 
and there beautiful homes are situated in the 
midet of green lawns and biooming gardens, 
suggesting allot the pleasures and comforts 
of retired home life, almost tempting 
one to ludulge la Arcadian blies. The blue 
Krasse, (rom which this celebrated section de- 
rives ites name, is said not to be Indigenous to 
the soll, but to have been brought originally 
from England. By whom, no one has haz- 
arded a guess, since Daniel Boone found it 
here in all of its richness aud beauty, and 
burried back to North Carolina to tell them of 
the wonderful land he had discovered west of 


the Allechanies, and to persuade others to fol- 
low him into the heart of the great wilderness. 
Whether the theory be true or not, that it Is 
not native to the soll, it bas come here to 
stay, und so jealous it is of its prerogatives 
that it systematically uproots all other 
rasses, and no baneful weed can long en- 
ure the close embrace of its thickly matted 
roots. Inno other part ot the United States 
or Kugland does % grow so luxuriantiy as 
upon the bosom of ite foster mother, near the 
heart of Kentucky, covering the earth with a 
mantic of such verdure as we think of only 
when contemplating the *‘everiasting 
billes. So tenacious is it of life that it 
is well-nigh everiasting, for neither 
the drouth of summer nor the 
frosts of winter have any power to destroy it. 
When all other vegetation is parched and 
burned up, or frozen and dead, the firm 
en spears of the blue grass are ready to 
thrust their heads above the matted stalke or 
bare brown earth at the first refreshing 
shower or kies of the sun, proving that the 
roote are still vigorous and full of lite. It is 
over one hundred years since the pioneers 
first looked with rapture upon these fields of 
living green, and yet after this great lapse of 
years, in spite of the 
HEAVY DRAUGHTS, 
made upon the soll by unceasing cultivation, 
the stranger looks upon the fields which have 
been turned back to Krass for rest“ with 
wonder and admiration at the inexhaustibie 
fertility of the soil. 
„But why call it bilue?’’ they exclaim at 
marking the veivety richness of the 
unmistakably green carpet at their feet.

orse, H good, will bring much larger an 
quicker returns, the trotter nas the advan - 
tage from the fact that if he falle to distinguish 
himself as a racer he may prove ot great vai- 
ue as a roadster, For this reason, no doubt, 
so much attention is paid to the trotters in 
this region, and the results have proved 80 
surprising that nine-tentns. of the farmers 
have turned most of their fallow fields into 
blue grass, over which gambol hundreds of 
the princes ofthe blood royal. among whom 
may be found, no doubt, noi a few prospect- 
ive kings of the tarf. r. James B. Clay was 
among the first to bring to his farm from the 
East a renowned trotter, ‘‘Mambrino Chlef, 
und thus introduced one oftne finest strains 
of trotters this Country nas ever produced. 

Within the city limits of Lexington is Fores t 
Park, another notable home of the trotter. 
As early as 1844 Dr. L. Herr brought from 
Obio Bellfounder, and settling himself in the 
vicinity of Lexington, Ky., becamea ploneer 
in establishing trotting horses as favorites. In 
1856 Lady Thorn, a full sister of Mambrino 
Patchen, daughter of Mambrino Chief, repre- 
sented his stable upon the Lexington course, 
and astonished the natives by trotting a mile 
in the unheard-of time, 2:30. By an untimely 
rallroad accident ber brilliant career was cut 
short, but not until she had reduced her time 
to having beaten Goldsmith Maid 


horses of that day. 
Trotting horses now became the fashion, with 
Mambrino stock in the lead, and when one of 
these trotters soid for $2,000 (a ridiculously 
low figure for the present day, when $30,000 is 
considered a moderate price), there was as 
much surprise as if the golden jubilee had 
come. Every patch of blue grass was looked 
upon asa mine of wealth, and the height of 
every man’s ambition was to become the 
owner of a few horses and convert his biue 
Krass acres Into astock farm. Cour de Lion 
was another noted horse brought by Dr. Herr 
to Kentucky. After a residence of several 
years in Faris be moved to Lexington, where 
he purchased Forest Park, and has now one of 
the most beautiful stock farms iu that region. 

R. A. Alexander now added a number of fine 
trotters to his stock farm, importing from 
Europe and bringing from the East some of

He brought out Edsell’s Hambietonian, sire 
of Goldsmith Maid, who suffered the fate ot war. 
He was taken during the civil 6trife, in 1865, by 
a guerilla, who, after riding him some forty or 
fifty miles, turned him loose.’ Soon after he 
was found he was attacked by pneu- 
monia and died. Then came Almont, 
a son of Rysdick’s Hambletonian, 
whose name was changed to Alexander's 
Abdallah.“ Thus was introduced into Ken- 
tucky the Mambrinos, the Hambletonians, 
tue Abdallahs and the Messengers. Trotting 
then became the fashionable fad in Kentuexy 
ard elsewbere, and the record has bees low- 
ered from time to time throughout the country 
until Maud S. trotted her mile in 2: and 
heads the list until the present day. Another 
novable racer of thirty years ago was 
„Lula, who made her appearance atthe 


** Dictator.’’ 


Scott County Agricultural Fair, in 1863. In 
1870 she ran the tirst and fourth heats in 2:45 
and 2:57, but lost the race. In 1874 she low- 
ered her record to 2:20%, and ten weeks later 
placed herself io the front rank of trotters at 
2:16%. At Buffalo in August she vanquished 
her competitor in three straight heats, 2:22, 
2:18% and 2:15. And on August 14, in a free 
for all’* race, she dethroned the queen of the 
turf in the second fastest race then trotted. 

A visit to Ashlaud, the home of Henry 
Clay, outside of the bistorical associations of 
the dead statesman, was full of interest f 
the stockman’s point of view. There Henry 
Clay established one of the first nurseries for 
the racé-horse in the State, and here his 
son, James B. Clay, followed him in the 
introduction of some of the best trotters, as 
before mentioned. About twenty-five years 
ago Asbland was purchased by the citizena of 
Lexington and given to Kentucky University 
for the agricultural college of that institution; 
it was then converted into an experimental 
farm, tended by the students of the college. 
Since then it has deen sold again, and this 
time Mr. H. O. McDowell, a descendant of 
Henry Clay, who married a grand-daughter 
of this distinguished man, became the pur- 
chaser, and it has become once more the 
home of the racé horce. A beautiful drive 
through the lawn shrubberies leads 
to the stable situated to the left 
of the house and not more than 150 yards from 
it. It is a commodious brick bullding of hand- 
some architectural design, aud was formerly 
the machine shops of the college. In the 
tower is a neatly appointed office, and the 
wide open barn doors invite entrance. There 
we were met by a colored man who seemed 
to be in charge of the equine beauties, George 
Stewart by name. Upon inguiring for Mr. 
McDowell we were informed that he was not 
at home.

© of horse education. ‘‘At Ashland Park 
may be seen not lese than 160 trotters of all 
ages and of the most famous pedigrees and 
about fifty thoroughbreds, all of ue mest 
perfect strains for racers. 

„Fair Lawo, another one of the most 
noted stock farms in Central Kentucky, em- 
braces a tract of about two hundred and fifty 
acres, situated in the outexirts of Lexington. 
It was purchased by Gen. Withers of the Con- 
federate army in 1874, and from bis abundant 
means he made of it one of the most at- 
tractive places about this city of beautiful 
homes. The house is of the old-fashioned de- 
sign sO common in Kentucky, and is 
literally embowered in roses, while beds 
of the most beautiful and rare flowers dot the 
smooth shaven lawn, for, strange to say, this 
magnificent home of mg trotters belongs to a 
lady now, Miss Nannie Smith, who hes pur- 
chased it since Gen. Withers’ death. It is 
managed, however, by her nephew, Mr. A. 
Smith McCanz. The barnes were built by Gen. 
Withers at an expense, if is said, of $50,000 
and form a most pleasia architectural 
feature of the landscape. The 
main building is laid out in 
the form of a large cross, witha high tower at 
the Intersections, from which Moats the flag of 
**Falr Lawn.’’ The windows are gothic in 
shape and filled with stained glass, and if it 
were not forthe dainty coloring with which 
the exterior is painted, and the pennon, it 
might readily be mistaken for an 
Episcopal church, Withia it is un- 
ished and fitted with every con- 
venience and comfort that money could buy 
or taste and experience suggest. The entire 
interior is finished in hard wood intwo shades 
with grained roof and arches above, stili car- 
rying out the idea of a temple. Down the 
sides are ranged the stalis, like state-rooms

Quite on the other side of town is the ‘‘High- 
land Farm,“ owned by Mr. W. G. France, 
whose name is also linked with the develop- 
opment of the trotter. For Many years 
he raised horses as a pastine, 
and had them  seattered upon vari- 
ous farms throughout the different States. A 
few years ago he purchased Highiand Farm, 
a beautiful residence, the farm covering 850 
acres of the famous blue grass Ia, abe lato 
this garden spot he gathered his horses from 
all parts of the country. This may almost be 
considered the home of the Wilkes“ family. 
Red Wilkes, who,since George Wilkes is dead, 
is now considered tne head of the family, is 
domiciled here, and also manv worthy repre- 
sentatives of the Mamorino and Hambietonian 
stock. Mr. France has pearly 100 horses upon 
his farm, all of them worthy of mention. 

Making a tour of the Fair Grounds, where 
several training stables are located, we were 
so fortunate as to meet Mr. Brassfield, the 
owner of a handsome stock farm about four 
miles out, Kirk Levington, who sold last 
year for $35,000 Robert McGregor, a king of 
theturf. In his stable he showed us a most 
ingenious contrivance for keeping

upon such valuable property as racers. A 
short time ago Bell Boy,“ valued at $50,000, 
was burned In astable at Versaliles. This ac- 
cident stimulated the invention of a guard 
upon the night watchman. It is something 
like a telephone with a dial face, upon which 
is placed a sheet of paper fresh each day, 
with the hours and minutes registered upon 
it. In the stables are placed four 
bell pushes, so iocated that in order 
to reach them one must ge through every 

ortion ofthe stable. Each push of these 

Ils punches the exact minute upon the dial, 
so that upon the following morning it shows 
exactly how often and at what hours the night 
watchinan made a complete circuit of the sta- 
ble, and they require him to make the rounds 
every half hour.

companion. Any selfish ulterior motive, of 
which you may suspect bim, is covered by a 
show of devoted interest in you as his friend. 

Photography has reacheda high degree of 
excellence in Lima. During half the year the 
climatic conditions correspond to those of 
Northern Italy, where the camera makes the 
most satisfactory reproductions. This, how- 
ever, bardly furnishes sufficient apology to 
the Yankee sense of propriety for 

custom that prevails, among the 
ladies of the best society, of 
baving their photographs exhibited as mer- 
chandise. In each gallery the pictures of a 
hundred or more attractive young ladies are 
placed on sale at 20 cents each—as those of 
actresses are in other countriés—and the 
number of copies disposed of is stated with 
pride by the original, if it be large, as a gange 
of the admiration in which ber beauty is held. 
A lover often purchases a large number to 
give pleasure by an increased account of 
sales. This is an exhibition of vanity that 
grates harshly upon those who have our idea 
of a proper feminine modesty. They are very 
pretty pictures, however, and custom die- 
tates the proprieties of every country.

An excursion along this coast is more en-

Sitting In a state-room whose door opens out- 
ward upon an open deck, sailing close in 
shore on a sea that is never turbulent, one 
looks out on a coast of unrivaled grandeur. 
Directly in front is a jagged and craggy sbore 
at the edge of a rainless desolate waste of 
volcanic sand and detached rocks.

THE ROSE OF PERU. 

Santa Rosa, the patron saint of Peru, was 
born in Lima in 1586 of very poor parents, her 
father being a repairer of locks. She dis- 
played a supernatural holiness, we are told, 
from her earliest chud hood, and on one occa- 
sion when a lady brought her a wreath of 
flowers, she chose out the thorny ones 
among them and while the others 
were admiring their beauty, she meditated on 
the agony of our Savior. At the early age of 
5, and against the wish of her mather, she 
consecrated herself, soul and body, to the 
service of God, and took an oath of perpetual 
celibacy, another oath never to eat meat, and 
a third to follow the rules and life of Saint 
Catherine of Sienna. When she reacbed the 
age of 16 she was exumined by six theologians 
appointed by the Archbishop of Lima, wos 
came to the conclusion that she 
had never committed sin. She after 
thie entered the third order of St. 
Dominie (that of Saint Catherine) and never 
ceased to exhort the priests to yo forth and 
seek martyrdom among the wild heathen of 
the Montana. Having performed many nilr- 
acles, she died in 1617, and the dignitaries of 
Lima followed her body to the grave. She 
was proclaimed a saint by Clement IX. and 
canonized by his successor. The third cen- 
tennial of her birth was celebrated all over 
South America in 1886. Her body was taken 
from the chureh of her founding and carried 
to the places she had most frequented durin 
her life, over streets which were strewn wit 
flowers by processions of schoo! children, 

The Monastery of St. Augustine is an im- 
posing building and attracts the attention of 
the tourist. Soon after our party arrived I 
with two ladies entered an open door to the 
right of the Church of st. Augustine and 
found a beautiful garden surrounded by 
cloisters. In a moment a man came running 
and breathless to say that the ladies must not 
remain; that it was a monastery. The anxiety 
of the doorkeeper, who had for a moment 
neglected his post as guardian of the mongs, 
wasamusing. The ladies immediately with- 
drew, embarrassed and grieved at having 
profaned the sacred piace.

HOW TO PACK A TRUNK, 


Seme Advice That Is Very Useful at This 
Season. 


Our grandmothers would bave opened their 
eyes atthe thought of a professional trunk- 
packer. And yet, the fancied and real wants 
of modern life are sueh that the packing of 
one’s wardrobe for safe transportation Is 
nowadays one of the fine arts, says the 
Youth's Companion. When we refiect that the 
good condition of their contents, upon arrival 
at the journey’s end, will depend upon the 
maoner in which the trunk is packed, we can 
see that it requires great judament to doit 
just right. 

Every young girl should take special pains 
and learn this art, not only for her own com- 
fort, but because she can often thereby help 
her friends. and be the Good Samaritan’’ 
for many a weary invalid. 

It is work that is specially adapted for 
womanly fingers, for men seem to think that 
nothing is needed but physical force, and 
their notion of 2 is to roll up every 
article and squeeze the bundles into corners 
and put the heaviest articles on top. 

Before starting agen a task that will require 
a long time, and will demand much thought 
and planning, the packer should go from 
to room, from closet to closet, from bureau to 


to take with her. This is the only manner by. 
which everything will be secured, and noth- 
ing misiaid or left behind. 

It is a good plan to do your packing in a 
lower room. as it is much easier to bring 
things down than to carry them up, and then 
it is not so hard to litt the trunk when filled, 
nor so difieult to get it out of the house. 
Nearly all staircases bear honorable scars that 
have been won ina battle between trunk and 
porter. 

When everything has been collected, and 
the time of the journey draws nigh, the trunk 
should be brought down, its interior dusted, 
and all its broken straps, corners, locks, etc., 
carefuily mended. 

The 8 articles, shoes, books, under 
wear, in short everything that will bear 
pressure must be placed in the bottom. Over 
these fold a layer of newspapers or a soft old 
“sheet. 

In folding dresses, ifthe trunk is too short 
to admit ofthe skirt lying full length, be sure 
and fold it carefully over a little atthe top. 
All strings attached to steels, in gowns, should 
be untied. Tissue paper should be placed be- 
tween the foidse of good dresses, and also. 
over passemenzerie or jet trimming. This 
lessens the danger of creasing, and keeps dust 
and lint from eottl ing there. 

Dress waists should be laid smoothly in long 
shirt-boxes. All the collars, laces, rachings, 
ribbons and bandkerehiefs should be placed 
in pasteboard boxes, and packed with cloth- 
ing on each side so as to keep them steady. 

Hats and bonnets are the most difficnit to 
manage, uniess there are special compart- 
ments for them, and of these there are never 
enough. They should be wrapped, each 
alone, in tissue paper, and then covered with 
stiff brown paper, Which should be pinned 
firmly around them. They should then be 
placed in boxes just large enough to hold 
them and packed in the middle of the trunk, 
where they can be beld steady by the clothing 
around them.

SUPPLIED FOR COMMERCIAL PURPOSES. 


The currents of electricity which may be 
employed for commercial purposes may be 
classified under four headings: 

1. Low pressure supply. 

2. Medium pressure supply. 

High pressure supply 

4. Extra high pressure supply. 

These terms are used as referring to the dlf- 
ference of potential between the two conduct- 
ore, through which the current is tranamit- 
ted, or between any part of either conductor 
and the earth; a difference of potential on anv 
alternating system being considered as the 
same as a Gifference of potential on a con- 
tinuous current system, when the said differ- 
ence in either system produces an equal heat- 
ing effect, when applied to the ends of a thin 
stretched wire or carbon filament. 

Low pressure supply means a current hay- 
ing an electro-motive force not exceeding 250 
volts. 

Medium pressure supply means a current 
Ns an electro- motive force not exceeding 
500 volts. 

High pressure supply means a current hay- 
— an electro- motive force not exceeding 3, 000 
volts, 

Extra high pressure supply means a current 
tg an electro-motive force exceeding 3,000 
volts.

REGULATIONS FOR SUPPLY. 

The current which may be délivered or used 
upon a consumer's premises for incandescent 
lighting shall not exceed the limit of low 
pressure supply. ö 

The current which may be delivered or used 
upon a consumer’s premises for are lighting 
or power purposes shall not exoeed the limit 
of medium pressure supply. 

A high pressure current shall not be de- 
livered to the terminale of a consumers cir- 
oult except for special purposes, and with the 
approval of the proper authorities, on the 
joint application of the consumer and the 
supplier, and subject to such further regula- 
tions a8 the authorities may, from time to 
time, prescribe. 

An extra high pressure current shall not be 
delivered, except to distributing stations 
(I e., transforming station=), or to other 
premises in the sole occupation of the sup- 
pliers, and with the written consént of the 
authorities. : 

The maximum working currentin any con- 
ductor used in connection with the supply of 
energy shall not be sufficient to raise the 
temperature of the conductor in any part to 
such an extent as to materisily alter the 
physical condition or specific resistance of the 
insulating covering, if any, or in any case to 
raise such temperature to a greater extent 
than 15 degs. of Fahrenheit. 

The material used for insulating any aertal 
conductor must be such as will not be Hable 
to injurious change of physical structure or 
condition, when exposed to any temperature 
between the limits of 10 degs. below zero, 
Fahrenheit, and 180 degs. Fahrenheit, and to 
contact with the ordinary atmosphere of 
towns or manufacturing districts. 

Conductors used for underground supply at 
medium, high orextra high pressure, shali 
be either separately or collectively com- 
pletely inclosed in metallic sheathings or 
casings—if of lead, not less than 8-32 of an 
inch in thickness—placed in efficient connec- 
tion with the earth, either throughout their 
length, or at points not separated from each. 
other by more than 100 yards. 

All conductors used in bullding should be 
thoroughly well ingulated with a non-absorb- 
ant, water-proof material or materials, as 
non-infammable as possible, and which will 
not fray or become loose, or melt or become 
—— at a low pressure—belbw 150 deg. 

ahrenheilt. 

AERIAL CONDUCTORS. 

An aerial conductorin any street shal! not, 
in any part thereof, be ata less height from 
‘the ground than 20 feet, or where it crosses a 
street, 30 feet, or within six feet of any build- 
ing, except for the purpose of supply. 

Every aerial conductor shall be attached to 
supports at intervals not exceeding 200 feet 
where the direction of the conductor is 
straight, or 150 feet where the direction is 
curved, or where the conductor makes a hori- 
zontal angle at the point of support. 

Every 8 if of metal (pattern to be de- 
termined by the authorities), ball be et- 
ficiently connected to earth, and if of wood or 
other non-conducting materiai, shall be pro- 
tected from lightning by a lightning con- 
ductor fastened to the support along its 
length, and projecting above the support to a 
height of atleast six inches, said lightning 
. being efliciently connected to 
earth, 

Aerial conductors conveying currents for 
electric light and power purposes shall, In no 
case, be placed nearer than two feet to any 
other conductor or wires used for other pur- 

oses. 

0 Aerial conductors conveying medium, high 
or extra high pressure currents, should, in no 
case, be attached to the same support as that 
provided for telegraphic, telephonic or sig- 
naling conductors. 

No naked conductor or conductors allowed 
in a building. 

All ligbt and power circuits must be entirely 
metallic and of properly insulated wire. he 
employment of gas, water or steam pipes, or 
the earth, as a part ot the circuit is positively 
prohibited. 

No conductor, whether bare or insulated, 
shall be laid ln wet cement, plaster, mortar 
or other similar wet material. 

All conductors not provided with a metallic 
sheathing and carried through or tween 
walls, floors or partitions, or otherwise out of 
sight, must be luclosed in separate earthen- 
ware, terra cotta or asbestos board tubes, or 
their equivalent. Conductors provided with 
a metallic sheathing may be carried in pipes 
made of the materials mentioned, and aiso in 
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Electrical Echoes, 


The recent performances of the sud- 
marine boat show plainly the tre- 
mendous applications of electricity to 
modern warfare.

Maneuvered with the 
reatest facility and speed, with a gyroscope 
or her compass, and the silent motor to drive 
her, she slides through the water without 
even awake of een to mark her 
progress. 1d adaring commander 
who would risk his vessel in a harbor where 
two or three of these steel-ciad sharks were 
lying in wait. Againstsuch an invisible foe, 
guns are powerless aad torpedoes of little 
avail. One of them could lurk in the shallow 
water just off the channel and discharge one 
torpedo after another, or slide alongside the 
coming foe and sink ber withasingle dis- 
charge at short range. 

Reports come from time to time of lamps 
that have burned many thousand hours, and 
such facts are very encouraging to every one 
interesting in electric lighting.

the lamp in question. It te very well known 
that lamps burn out quickly if worked above 
their proper pressure, and last unusual 
long if operated a little below the norm 
voltage. It would add very much to the in- 
terest and value of the statistics on long- 
lived lamps if the exact working voltage | 
given in each case. Notes on the life of the 
series lamps used on arc circuits would form 
a useful addition to our knowledge on the 
subject. . 

The following sepors was received by the 
President of an elegtric lighting company 
from bie agent in Montevideo: ‘‘We must 
watch lest the lamp-lighters of the gas com- 
pany, Who, from intelligible reasons, are the 
sworn foes of the electric light, do some mis- 
chief. There are even in ourown staff some 
mon who, from I- wil, seek to play tricks on 
their fellows. For half the town I have thirty 
men in this service, as well as some secret 
inspectors, armed with knives, who look out 
for the mischief-makers, I myself often range 
the streets at night, accompanied by my first 
official, with loaded revolvers in our pockets. 
The chiefs of the wire and lamp inspectors are 
on horseback, ds also myself and my chief 
official, and as soon as any mischief begius we 
gallop up trom all sides. 

Apropos of some interesting facts that have 
recentiy been published concerning the life of 
incandescent lamps Mr. oOorm ick 
reports a ‘o=P in their plant 
which breaks, easily, all records hither- 
to noted. It was an Edison 16-c. p. lamp of 
106 volts, and it burned every night from sun- 
setto sunrise, from February 19, 1886, to 
Mareh 20, 1890, .1,125 days. Reckoning on a 
basis of average burning period of ten hours 
per day, this gives to the lamp in question a 
ife of no less than 11,260 hours, breaking even 
the English record of 10,600 hours at lower

TWENTY-FIVE GUN- BARRELS. 

Originally they wore screwed down side by 
side, so asto forma battery.

When, by the revolution of 1830, Louis 
Philippe stepped into the shoes of his cousin,

July 28, 1885, was the fifth anniversary of the |

A RED-HOT MORNING. 

The July sun biazed down out of a cloudless 
sky and the heat, reflected from pavement 
and walle, was almost unendurabie for man 
or beast.

His staf was brilliant 
enough. The three royal sons, Orleans, 
Nemoursand Joinville; Marshal Mortler, in 
his capacity of Grand Chancellor of the 
Legion of Honor, bullet and bayonet proof 
for . years, and near him three other 
Marshals, Count Lobau, Marguis Maison, 
the Minister of War, and Count Molitor.

found some straw and a mattress; in one of 
the rear-rooms, with a window looking out 
upom acourt-yard, there was another per- 
forated hat, more bits of gun- barrel and more 
fresh blood. There is aladder in the corner 
leading to a trap-door in the ceiling, but 
nothing is found in the low attic but a port- 
manteau, hammer, flask basketand a sealed 
letter. Then a soldier looking out of the 
window discovers a blood-stained rope hang- 
ing down into the court below, and at the 
game moment policemen there lay hands 
upon a short, stout man with a terrible wound 
on his forehead from which the blood is 
‘streaming over his face. He was hurried to 
prison and there searched, In his pockets 
were a little money, a package of gunpowder, 
a common knife, a pair of green spectacies, 
a watch andarude slung shot. He gave his 
name as Girard, confessed that he was 
the man, and declared that 
he accomplices. The latter 
statement was not believed, and the police at 
once set to work to find the accomplices. It 
was a long and crooked trail to follow, but 
the game was finally run down. Joseph 
Francois Girard turned out to be Giuseppe 
Fieschi and his partners in crime were Morey, 
a barnesswaker, and Pepin, a grocer; Morey 
being the brains ofthe business and appar 
ently using Fieschi and Pepin as agents, 
though the former claimed the credit of the 
diabolical invention. This was a lie, for as 
long before as 1788 a watebmaker of Senlis 
named Brillon fired a gun barre! battery at a 
procession passing his window in revenge for 
expulsion from a society to which he be- 
longed. 

The trial of the three conspirators began on 
the 30th of 8 1886, and applications 
were made for 17,500 tickets, which showed 
the popular interest in the affair. Fieschi, it 
is said, would have continued to shield his 
comrades, but his mistress—a one-eyed 
woman named NinaLassave—told him she had 
heard Morey say, What a pity the expiosion 
did not kill him! From that time he seemed 
to care nothing for his own life, and his only 
anxiety was to convict Morey and Pepin. The 
public, rightly or wrongly, insisted upon re- 
garding Fieschi as 

THE OHIEF CONSPIRATOR, 

and, as we have seen, he gave his name to 
the infernal machine. He was a Corsican by 
birth, and his face, we are informed, ‘‘bore a 
diabolical likeness to a degraded Napoleon.’’ 
He bad been a — ey in Corsica, then 
turned soldier, enlisting in Murat’s Guards at 
Naples, and displayed such gallantry in the 
campaigns of 1812 and 1814 as to become reg!- 
mental staf! sergeant and win a decoration. 
In 1815 he deserted tothe Austrians, and after 
the war ended he returned to Corsicaa beggar. 
From beggary he graduated into robbery, 
and in 1816 was sentenced to ten 
years’ imprisonment At the expiration 
of his term he wentto Paris, leda vagabond 
and dissolute life and finally became so poor 
that he was ready foranything. And then it 
was that Morey found him awilling and ei- 
clent tool in ascheme of wholesale murder. 
Here is a reportorial picture of Fieschias he 
appeared in court: 

Hie biack bair was cut very short and 
shaved over the left temple, where the wound 
had exposed the brain; a second wound had 
gashed the left eyebrow;athird splinter had 
ripped the left oorner of his mouth 
and gave it a sardonic, grinning ex- 
pression. His left eye was closed, and 
seemed lower than the other. His little eyes 
were quick as those of a rat and much hidden 
by the brows. He wore a black satin walst- 
coat and a biack cravat. He took snuff per- 
petually, and kept arranging a portfolio of 


of these alleged Republican con- 


papers with gay and smiling alacrity. He 
was never still a moment, constantly rising 
| up, sitting down, or turning his head from 


| side to side. He shook bands with bis coun- 


sel, offered snuffto his guards and seemed 
| piqued at their refusal. He assumed the airs 
ofa great man whose actions, though mis- 
taken, had been in pursuitof a grand idea. 
Morey was an old man and suffering from a 
| painful and ineurable disease, which must 


|} soon have ended his days. Perhaps this fact 


made him more willing torisk his life in the 
plot of which he was the master spirit. Dur- 
lag tbe trial hie manner was calm, fearless 
and dignified, and the great respect with 
which ue was treated by Fieschi on all oc- 
casions indicated the relative positions of the 
two men. Pepin was a mild, talkative and 
apparently weak man,with pale face, in which 
fear was the predominant expression. There 
were two subordinates tried at the same time 
as the principals—Bescher and Bolreau—both 
young, the former careless and indifferent, 
the latter full of energy and assurance, and 
when opportunity offered, eloquent. 

The trial lasted sixteen days and developed 
the following 

STORY OF THE CRIME. 

Its entire correctness, however, is by no 
means certain, as Fieschi’s testimony espe- 
cially is considered unreliable; the object be- 
ing tosave hisown head at the expense of 
the others. 

All were Republicans of the variety called, 
with greatest propriety, ‘‘Red.’’ They hated 
the Government and hoped to overturn it by 
a revolution which they belleved would be 
started by the violent tacing off of the King. 
Morey had been thinking about the 
matter nA long ago as 1824, 
when Charles X. was on the throne; and 
when, ten years later, his wife happened to 
see Fieschi experimenting with gun barrels, 


she told her husband, who, after examining 
the model, took it away with him. Subse- 
quently the plot was arranged by More, 
Fieschi and Pepin; the cost of it being esti. 
mated at 500 france, and money advanced 
from time to time to Fieschi by his partners. 
He built the battery with some assistance 
from the others; Bolreau lending the tools to 
make the touvghhoies. Experiments in firing 
trains of powder were triedin the ceme- 
tery of Pere la Chaise, and when the room on 
the Boulevard du Temple was de- 
ing fitted up, Bolreau rode by on 
one of Pepin’s horses s0 that the 
conspirators above wight get the proper 
range for the battery. The guns were loaded 
by Morey on the evening of the 27th, and ex- 
amination afterward proved that he had pur- 
posely icft a space between the bullets and 
powder in some of the barrels, so that they 
might burst and kill Fieschi, whom he dis- 
trusted and who was tofire them. Fieschi 
was not pleased with the addition of Bolreau 
to the band, and the disclosures made to him 
by Pepin; but the new recruit seems to bave 
been worthy of the unholy confidence. 
The next morning Morey met Fieschi 
on a street near the rendezvous, and 
in course of conversation proposed that 
when the deed was done the telegraphs
